Anx- 
ious to know thojauthor of these anony- 
mous contributions, Mr. Garrison made 
inquiries of the' pottridor who informed 
him that he left it parcel of papers with 
a boy at East Ilnverhill. Mr. Garrison 
at once rode to this secluded locality, 
which has since beoniuo HO well known 
to the readers of "Snow Bound," where 
ho found the youthful poet, a basbful 
boy, at work with his father, who 
though a man of excellent venue, and 
possessed with a degree of intelligence 
which made him a sort of oraolc among 
his neighbors, was decidedly utilitarian 
in his viewu, aud was anything but 
pleased with tjie Hterury tastes of hiH 
son.
